ACCUSES BRITISH IN AFRICA, 


Hungarian Says They Chased Film 
Company From Tanganyika.

LONDON, Feb. &—An extraordi- 
nary story of a Hungarian film com- 
pany’s alleged treatment by the Brit- 
ish authorities in the mandated ter- 
ritory of Tanganyika, as told by a 
member who has just returned from 
Vienna, is telegraphed by The Dally 
Express Vienna correspondent. 

The film expedition was headed by 
Count Michael Esterhazy, and the 
film operator, Herr Nowak, who nar- 
rates the story, alleges that the ex- 
pedition was ge oat through the 
African jungle by British troops, that 
his films were confiscated and that 
an order was issued for his expul- 
sion. 

Nowak makes sensational charges 
concerning the toleration of slavery 
in Tanganyika and declares that it 
was in order to prevent a photo- 
graphic record of the conditions from 
being made that the British author 
ities took this action. 

The expedition’s purpose was to 
“shoot” a film by Franz Pollak called 
“Black and White Ivory,’’ to demon- 
strate the alleged existence of black 
slaves as well as white. 

The British Governor, it is said, 
declared the film was an incorrect 
picture of British colonial life, calcu- 
lated to compromise the reputation 
of Great Britain throughout the 
world, and asserted emphatically that 
neither white nor black slavery was 
tolerated in that territory,

The immediate effect in Italy of 
the agreement between the Vatican 


and the Italian Government settling 
the Roman question will be the re- 
moval of the ‘‘conflict of conscience” 
hitherto felt by Italians in swearing 
allegiance to the State, according to 
the Rev. Wilfrid Parsons, S. J., edi- 
tor of America, Roman Catholic 
weekly. 

In an interview 
office at 329 West 108th Street, 
Father Parsons, when asked what 
he believed would be the immediate 
effect of the historic treaty, said: 


“Heretofore, every Italian had a 
sort of guilty giving 
allegiance to his State because he 
felt that in doing so he was violat- 
ing his conscience as a Catholic. 
This conflict of conscience is re- 
moved at one blow. That is a very 


important thing for Italians, not only 
in Europe but in this country.” 

He added that it could ‘‘reasonably 
be conjectured that those laws which 
contravene the canon law and, there- 
fore, offend the consciences of 
Italian Catholic citizens will be re- 
pealed, and that no further laws of 
the kind will be enacted.”’

BEIRUT, Syria, Feb. 8.— Auguste 
Henri Ponsot, French High Commis- 
sioner in Syria, has decided to pro- 
rogue the Constituent Assembly, ex 
plaining his reasons in a letter to 
the President of the Assembly, 
Hachem Bey Atassi. The action of 
the commissioner, having the ful! 
accord of the French Government, 
is due to the necessity of conciliating 
the views of the two opposing par- 
ties. 

The first Assembly was prorogued 
for three months last August and 
subsequently for another three, be- 
cause it refused to withdraw from 
the proposed text of the Constitution 
six articles M. Ponsot considered in- 
compatible with the obligations im- 
posed on the mandatory power by 
the League of Nations. Since pro- 
rogation the president and leaders 
of the Assembly have kept in con- 
stant touch with the commissioner, 
attempting to find a formula suit- 
able to both parties. 

In the course of the negotiations 
the French, to show a conciliatory 


spirit, intimated that they were pre- 
pared to accept inclusion in the 
Constitution of the disputed articles 
with the following reservations: 

1. Article II, instead of the text 
proposed by the Assembly in August, 
should read: ‘‘Syria forms an In- 
divisible political unit.’’ 

2. The Constitution should expressly 
mention that no articles supersede 
the obligations imposed on the man- 
datory power by the League, 
that no legislation by the French ‘au- 
thorities would be modified by the 
Syrian Government except in accord

BOSTON. Feb. &.—William Tilden 
is back in the lists again. Close to 
six months after suspending him for 
violating the player-writer provision 
of the amateur rule. the executive 
committee of the United States Lawn 
Tennis Association, in session at the 
Copley Plaza Hotel here tonight, re- 
instated the former national cham- 


pion, the action to take effect imme- 
diately. 

Tilden thus becomes eligible to 
take up his racquet again in amateur 
play and, accarding to the announce- 
ment made in New York by Frank 
Hunter on Thursday, will make his 
first appearance in tournament com- 
petition since his disqualification, in 
the invitation tournament of the 
Heights Casino starting in Brooklyn 
tomorrow. 

Less than five minutes were re- 
quired for the seventeen members of 
the executive committee present to 
lift, without a dissenting vote, the 
ban which’ had been placed upon 
the Philadelphian on the evening of 
Aug. 24 because of his newspaper 
articles on the play at Wimbledon 
last June. 


Was Removed as Captain. 


Before his official disbarment Til- 
den had been removed as Captain of 
the American Davis Cup team on 
the eve of the interzone match with 
Italy in July. to the bewilderment of 
the tennis world, and for the first 
time since 1920 the United States 
went into a Davis Cup match without 
him on the team 

Following the victory of the Amer- 
ican combination over Italy Tilden 
was put back on the team, on tne 
intercession of Ambassador Herrick, 
and played against France in the 
challenge round in which he gained 
a remarkable victory over Rene La- 
coste. Upon his returr from France 
he was tried on the charges which 
had been preferred against him while 
abroad and d guilty at the Aug. 
24 meeting. 

The following month Tilden sought 
to be reinstated by the executive 
committee, but his application was 
tabled. :

f and Referee Patsy Haley quickly 
pent over the fallen Bronx lad, who 
was by then stretched full length on 
the floor, writhing in pain. 

Many on the north side of the 
ting, close by which the finale took 
place, declared there was no doubt 
regarding the low blow, The incident 
occurred: immediately in front of one 
of the judges, Tom Flynn, and he 
immediately called the blow a foul 
The disqualification brought forth an 
uproar from the crowd at the unsat- 
isfactory ending. 


Singer Not Badly Hurt. 


Singer was not badly hurt but he 
yas in much pain for a time. When 
the foul was officially called Singer’s 
geconds dashed into the ring and 
carried him to his corner. He was} 
revived in a short time and walked 
from the ring. Taylor was discon- 
golate as he stood by. 

There can be no question that the 
blow was unintentional. Overanxious 
to attack Singer, Taylor may have 
been careless for a moment and it 
cost him the fight. 
Taylor declared after the fight that 
be had not struck a low blow. He 
was trying to draw Singer into lead- 
ing his right, he says, and had shot 
in a left to the stomach. 

“Its too bad it ended the way it 


) did,” said Taylor in his dressing 
trom. “I was just getting the range 


on Singer and was set to do my best. 
Iam sorry the bout ended the way it! 
did and I am sure I did not hit 
Singer low.”’ 

Taylor asserts ihat Referee Haley 
told him in the first round to keep 
his blows up, this warning coming 
after Taylor had led a left for the 
body. Taylor says he was not warned 
in the third. 


Insists He Was Fouled. 


Singer was firm that he had been 
fouled. He said he had been hit low 
several times before but had not com- 
plained. He declared that he felt 
considerable pain after the low blow 


had been struck but did not feel any 
il effects after the fight. 

Dr. William Walker, physician to 
the Boxing Commission, examined 
Singer in his dressing room after the 
fight, and declared that he could find 
no evidence of a foul. 

Singer was in the lead on points 
When the end came.

The two-year contract by which 
Max Schmeling bound himself to 
fight exclusively for the Madison 


Square Garden Corporation went into 
the discard yesterday. Along with it 
went the further contractual stipula- 
tion that, in the event the German 
won the world’s heavyweight title, he 
would make his first defense of the 
crown for the corporation. 

Colonel John S. Hammond, acting 
general manager of the Garden, made 
this announcement yesterday after- 
noon, following a conference earlier 
in the day in which Schmeling, Joe 
Jacobs, his managerial adviser; Colo- 
nel Hammond, Eddie Mack, match- 
maker of the Boston Madison Square 
Garden, and Tacks Hardwick, chair- 
man of the board of directors of that 
institution, were participants. 

The conference was called to 
straighten out the matter of Schmel- 
ing’s keeping his engagement to box 
Con O’Kelly in Boston next Friday 


Schmeling, in signing his con- 
tract with Colonel Hammond, had 
stipulated that it would be binding 
only if the Boston bout was canceled 
Colonel Hammond, believing that this 


angle had been attended to, an- 
nounced the Garden contract with 
Schmeling several days ago, and 


added that the Boston bout was off. 

But after yesterday’s conference 
the Boston promoters still refused to 
release Schmeling. However, the Bos- 
ton bout definitely is off, because 
Schmeling won’t go through with it, 
release or no release. That he made 
finally definite yesterday. He most 
likely will be placed on the ineligible 
list in Massachusetts and probably in 
this State. 

But upon his return from Germany 
in April Schmeling will apply for re- 
instatement, make his first fight for 
the Boston promoters, as he has 
agreed to do, and then go about his 
business of seeking the heavyweight 
title, so he hopes.

Miss Boardman said that if the re- 
cent Mississippi flood had occurred 
it ‘‘wouldn’t have 
amounted to much" because of the 
scarcity of inhabitants 

Work in the various chapters, 
said, was being done largely by 
sons who became identified with the 
Red Cross during the war 
urged an increa in interest and 
membership, asking in reference to 
those who joined the movement 
during the war: Vhat will happen 
when these people grow older?” 

James P. Nicholson, assistant man- 
ager of the Eastern Area of the Na- 
tional Red Cross, who is director of 
the Institute, said the Red Cross 
rendered social and_ recreational 
service to 27,374 war veterans and 
3,394 army, navy and Marine 
Corps patients during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1928. Fifty per cent of 
these cases, he said, were neuropsy- 
chopathic in character, 24 per cent 
were tubercular and 26 per cent were 
medical and surgical.

With Its Work for Another 


Week. 
TUTTLE SILENT ON PLANS 


He Declines to Discuss Reports That 
Investigation Is Aimed at One 
or More Juages. 


The Federal grand jury investigat- 
ing the bankruptcy situation in the 
Southern District of New York voted 
yesterday to continue its inquiry for 
another week. United States Attor- 
ney Tuttle said there was plenty of 
material on hand to justify further 
investigation, but he declined to give 
any hint of the nature of the testi- 
mony yet to be presented. 

Asked about persistent reports that 
the grand jury was making inquiries 
leading in the direction of one or 
more Federal judges, Mr. Tuttle as- 


serted again that he could give out 
nothing that occurred in the grand 
jury room. He gave the impression, 
nevertheless, that such reports were 
astonishing to him. 

From other sources came informa- 
tion that the grand jury had heard 
no testimony whatever involving in 
any way any jurist of this district. 
Its investigations are confined to the 
Southern District of New York. 

It is understood, although the Fed- 
eral judges have refused to discuss 
any phase of the grand jury investi- 
gation, that they would welcome 
some step that would force into the 
open any information in the posses- 
sion of any one contending that any 
Federal judge had in any way failed 
in the performance of his duty to the 
government. 

Representative Sirovich, Democrat, 
has introduced in the House a reso- 
lution to determine whether proceed- 
ings should be instituted with a view 
to the impeachment of any Federal 
judge. 
Tuttle, but he has steadily refused 
to make public any information he 
may have that led him to introduce 
the resolution. 

So far as has been made public, 
the grand jury investigation has not 
disclosed the existence of any so- 
called ‘‘bankruptcy ring.’’
